Japan Appears To Be | 
Seeking Further Delay; 
British Tighfen Watch

WASHINGTON — (UP) — Secre-_ 
tary of State Cordell Hull conferred | 
with Japan’s two envoys for one 
hour and five minutes today on the | 
far eastern crisis. 

While the Japanese were in Hull’s | 
office, President Roosevelt arrived 
in the city from Warm Springs, Ga., | 
and prepared to deal first-hand 
with the far eastern tension. 

Shortly after he finished the talk 
with the Japanese, Hull went to the 
White House and conferred with the 
president. 

The state department said no 
further talks with the Janpanese— 
had been arranged as of noon. |

Against Public Decency”; Governor's Job 
Filled With Honors, Prestige And Headaches

SACRAMENTO.

Perhaps the most trying time for 
a governor is when a_ convicted 
murderer is waiting to be executed 
and a flood of protests descends. 
both against stopping the execution 
and permitting it to proceed. With 
/a simple scratch of the pen. a gov- 
ernor may halt the execution and 
take full jurisdiction. The inner 
thoughts at a time like this must 
‘not be pleasant. 

Governor Olson had his most re- 
cent experience with Juanita Spi- 
nelli. the duchess of a small-time 
| gang in San Francisco and Sacra- 
‘mento. She was executed a week 
before two of her conspirators, Mike 
Simeone and Gordon Hawkins, fol- 
lowed her to the San Quentin gas 
chamber. : 

Every resource was exhausted by 
attorneys for the condemned trio. 
Right up to the final minute, ap- 
peals were being made to the Sac- 
ramento superior court and finally 
to the governor by telephone. 

The governor is not an advocate 
of capital punishment. He has been 
criticized often for being “soft- 
hearted” in clemency matters, al- 
though the records show that for- 
mer governor James Rolph holds the 
all-time record for leniency with 
criminals.

there is no other way for a person 
to go through the experience, it is 
difficult to say how an individual 
would react with the sole respons- 
ibility of determining life or death 
for a murderer. As in the Spinelli 
cases, all the evidence may show 
calloused brutal disregard for hu- 
man life in commission of the crime. 


Yet there is always the haunting | 


doubt that some small shred of av- 


idence might not have been discov- | 


ered. 

It is likely that Governor Olson 
took the wisest course in letting 
Mrs. Spinelli, Hawkins and Simoene 
go to their deaths. Few will mourn 
their passing. 

Politically and no governor can 
/ever quite eliminate politics from 
his act the “hands off” policy was 
a wise one. Even so he granted 
three reprieves in his effort to make 


sure he was taking the right course. 


The Spinelli execution attracted 
nationwide attention because it was 
| the first time California had ever 
legally executed a woman. The only 
other woman known to have been 
‘executed was coincidentally known 
‘as Juanita and was hanged from a 
i bridge back in 1851 in frontier 
| Downieville. 
| The governor is right in the mid- 
| dle of another related case that of 
; Ernest King, E. G. Ramsay and 
‘Frank Conner, the three shipboard 


slavers whose prison terms were cut 
short by the two Olson appointees 
on the state board of prison terms 
and paroles. 

The governor had advocated the 
rekease of the men, who served 
something over four years of their 
20-year terms. Attorney Genera] 
Earl Warren, who prosecuted the 
cases as district attorney of Ala- 
meda county. has been just as em- 
phatic in his denunciation Of the 
parole action.

El Dorado County will regain a 
place on the State Highway Patrol’s 
honor roll of counties if the pres- 
ent record in traffic safety is main- 
tained during the month of.

This is according to Captain E,

Look to Volunteers 


For Civil Defense 


Washington, D. C.—To the ques- 
tion, “What can I do for America?” 
the Red Cross is providing an an- 


Swer for hundreds of thousands of | 


men and women who want to do 


their part on the civilian defense | 


front. 

For women, the Red Cross ig pro- 
viding an 80-hour training course 
to recruit a corps of 100,000 Nurse’s 
Aides. It is the Red Cross’ newest 
project, undertaken at the request 
of the U. S. Office of Civilian De- 
fense to relieve the current pres- 
sure on nursing facilities. 

With thousands. of nurses being 
taken into military service with our 
armed forces, civilian nursing hag 
suffered a direct blow, the Red 
Cross points out. 

Red Cross Nurse’s Aides will 
serve as assistants to registered 
nurses, performing scores of im- 
portant duties which will enable 
| nurses to care for more cases, The 
Red Cross stresses that Nurse’s 
Aides will not take the place of the 
registered nurse, but will serve in 
an auxiliary capacity. 

On the more dramatic side of 
civilian defense, the Red Cross is 
gearing its far-flung disaster fight- 
ing machine to handle mass feed- 
ing, housing and clothing of exacu- 
ees under wartime conditions. In 
cooperation with the Office of Civil- 
fan Defense, chapters are strength- 
ening disaster relief committees to 
cope with man-made disaster much 
on the same scale as relief operar 
tions following natural catastrophe. 


Organization along these lines in- 
cludes preparedness measures for 
fires, explosions and_ epidemics 
which may be expected to result 
from accelerated industrial activity 
incident to national defense. 

Strictly as a precautionary meas- 
ure, the Red Cross is devising 
means of confronting emergency 
relief in the event of sporadic air 
or sea attacks, considered conceiy- 
able hazards in some coastal and 
boundary areas. 

The need for First Aid in civilian 
defense has not been neglected by 
the Red Cross. ‘Last year nearly 
600,000 were trained in emergency 
treatment of the injured. This year 
the figure is expected to go much 
higher with special emphasis being 
placed on the formation of detach- 
ments which would serve as units 
in factories, offices, schools and 
other places where persons are 
| Red Cross courses in Home Nurs- 
ing and in Nutrition also are being 
expanded as a feature of the civil- 
ian defense program, it was point- 
ed out. Mounting health hazards 
and the shortage of civilian nurses 
may at any time obligate the house- 
wife—or even the man of the house 
—to assist in caring for the sick. 
Likewise, the Red Cross is placing 
greater emphasis on Nutrition 
courses designed to teach house- 
holders the art of purchasing and 
preparing well-balanced meals 
within the range of the familwv 
| pocketbook.
